It is scarcely conceivable that any 
contingency will arise to plunge all 
the great nations of Europe into a 
general war. The rulers themselves 
have more to lose— infinitely m ore to 
lose—than to gain from such a ca­ 
lamity, and voluntarily 
will 
never 
take, together or singly, 
steps 
that 
would provoke a universal outburst 
of flaming death in Europe. But there 
is no denying the fact that the pres­ 
en t situ a ti n is a serious menace to 
continotal i*eace and that no one ful­ 
ly acquainted 
w ith 
th at 
situation 
would be su rp rised at the outbreak of 
h o stilitie s in volvin g 
sev era l— tw o 
at 
least, and perhaps three— of the six 
P ow ers u su a lly cla ssified as “g rea t.” 
The triple alliance between Ger­ 
many, Austria-H ungary and Italy, the 
Franco- Russian 
alliance 
and

friendly understandings between Great 
Britain and France and Great Britain 
and Italy, all e x ist prim arily to main­ 
tain the statu s quo, but secon d arily 
to ch eck m ate on e a n ith e r in diplo­ 
m acy or to fight on e an oth er in c e r ­

cu ssio n . W hat is ca lled the E xpedi­ 
tionary F orce is a by product o f the 
B ritish m aritim e system, and it 
is 
ready, when necessary, to he placed 
at the disposal of England’s friends. 


It is tru e th at it is not large, but it 
would have turned the scales in anj* 
and every battle fought in modern 
times. It is as large as the Russian 
and larger than the Japanese army 
which fought at Liao-Yang, *md larg­ 
er tlso than the Bulgarian or T u rk ­ 
ish arm ies which fought in any bat­ 
tle of the Balkan War. For home de­ 
fence the British Isles depend upon 
the Territorial Force. Every effort 
to raise this force to the full strength 
of 500,000 or 600,000 men has been fu­ 
tile. and in the opinion of military 
experts it will be impossible without 
the adoption of compulsion in some 
form. At the sam e time no one doubts 
that the Territorial Force is in a 
condition to take the field at once up­ 
on the dispatch of the uniteditionary 
force and to guarantee the safety of 
the country in case of invasion by a 
continental army.

The Increase in ihe (lei m any 
navy of late has been such as to se r­ 
iously threaten G reat B ritain’s “69 
per cent, superiority” standard. The 
salient feature in German naval pro­ 
gress is not so much the increase iii 
j size and power of every class of w ar­ 
ship. although this has been most 
marked, but the further preparation 
for the immediate use of the whole of 
the effective fleet. Also to be reckoned 
is the Gorman air fleet, admittedly 
the finest i nthe world. 
France, impelled rather by the ex­

building in Italy and A ustria-H ung­ 
ary, is m aking strenuous efforts to 
recover the ground 
lost in 
recent 
years. At the same time every possi­ 
ble increase . in the

arm y 
which can be effected 
by 
financial 
and adm inistrative methods is being 
made without delay. 
Italy’s navy is rapidly assum ing re­ 
spectable proportions. But the g l o r y 
of I ta Iv s armed forces is her cav­ 
alry. The peace footing 
is 
275,000: 
this can be raised in a week to up­ 
wards of 1,000,000 men. A u s tria ^ tm - 
garv has recently passed laws which

on the Way* and Means Com m ittee on 
the Underwood tariff bill 
has 
been 
published. For the benefit of those 
who talk tariff with their neighbors, 
I will give briefly some of the sa ­ 
lient facts brought out in the report. 


Since 1897 the w holesale prices of 
all com m odities used by the Am eri­ 
can people have advanced an average 
of 47 per cent. (But som e of the prim e 
necessities of life have advanced m uch 
beyond th at average. The increased 
cost of clothing is 36 per cent and 
house furnishings 24 per cent. 
At the sam e tim e there have been 
grow ing up under the fostering care 
<of successive protective tariff laws gi­ 
gantic tru sts dealing in the necessit­ 
ies of life. 
The 
Underw'ood 
report 
nam es -'24 of these industrial combi­ 
nations with a tote I capitalization of 
nearly nine billion dollars. 
A nother e ffe c t of prohibitive tariffs I 
is the resu lta n t w aste of the n atu ral ! 
resources of the 
United 
S tates—re­ 
sources which, when once exhausted, 
can newer be restored. With foreign 
tim ber, 
ores and 
m inerals 
barred 
from im portation by prohibitive 
du­ 
ties, we have been exhausting our own 
at a ruinous rate. 
While industries within the coun-' 
try are rapidly becoming monopoliz­ 
ed and com petition is being sm other­ 
ed, there has been no spur of foreign 
com petition to make o u r tru sts adopt 
the most efficient m anufacturing meth 
ods. Obsolete plants, 
old 
m achinery 
and out-of-date m ethods, which have 
practically been elim inated in foreign 
cosntries. exist in this country. This 
is waste, and the public pays for ev- 
j er.v dollar of it. 
In the new' bill the' rates on per­ 
fum es. fine chinaw are, autom obiles, 
jew elry, tobacco, oriental rugs, P aris 1 
hats and o th er luxuries have been in­ 
creased or m aintained: 
the 
present 
rates on such necessities as lum ber, 
soap, cuttlery, sugar, meat, flours, cot­ 
ton and wool, clothing, 
paper 
and 
shoes have been greatly reduced or 
done away with altogether. Necessities 
, placed on a free list will m ake a to­ 
tal annual saving to the Am erican con 
sum er of close to $100,000,000; while 
there will be other vast savings in 
duties w'hich have been reduced. 
T he republican theory 
o f 
p lacin g 
d u ties w hich sh a ll eq u alize th e d iffer­ 
en c e in co st o f production at hom e 
ad abroad, has been rejected, for th e 
t reason th at, to quote the report, ‘‘a 
du ty w hich eq u a lizes th is average d if­ 
feren ce p rotects no one. sin ce it is 
m ore than is needed by the m o st e f­ 
ficient producer, and less than is need 
ed by th e lea st efficien t p roducer.” 
As a matter of fact, because of Am­ 
erican machinery, and efficient Amer­ 
ican workmanship, cost of production 
here is no greater than it is abroad. 
The committee, however, recognizes 
that even in inefficient factories there 
are workmen who must be protected 
from the hardships of a business pan­ 
ic. So the revision has been made 
gradual, so th at these .factories may 
gradually becolme efficient.

and it is a t a fire at the o u tsk irts of 
the city leaving the dow ntow n portion 
u nprotected, i*t is of vital im portance 
th a t a second piece of ap p a ra tu s be 
in com m ission for use in em ergency. 
We w ould suggest th a t eith er the pres 
e n t equipm ent, co n sistin g of a wagon 
a n d horses, be kept in service or a 
m ore econom ical a rra n g e m e n t would 
be to provide an autom obile chem ical 
and hose w agon T his wagon would 
c a rry a 40 o r 60 gallon chem ical tan k 
ladders and hose, with o th er equip­ 
m ent. 
W ithout question, ow ing to its abil­ 
ity to reach' a fire quickly, th is c a r 
would pay for itse lf at least once each 
y e a r in the am ount which would be 
saved by the use of chem ical in dw ell­ 
ings alone, to say noth in g about the 
excessive losses in stocks which m ust 
necessarily be caused by the use of 
w a te r when they m ight be quickly ex­ 
tinguished w ith a good-sized chem i­ 
cal 
which arriv es 
on 
the 
ground 
prom ptly. 
Ii the p re sen t wagon is retained it 
will be necessary to supply it with 
ladders to reach to the top of your 
highest buildings. 
3. 
We would recom m end that tw » 
paid m en for each piece of a p p a ra tu s 
be provided, to g eth er with a com pany 
of not less th an 12 volunteers, all of 
the men to be properly train ed in the 
handling of the ap p a ratu s. 
4. 
It is n ecessary th at the hose on 
hand be tested a t a p re ssu re of not 
less than 175 pounds, all of th a t which 
will not w ithstand this p re ssu re to be 
d iscarded and 
new’ 
hose 
provided. 
You should have not less than 2500 
feet of good serviceable hose on hand 
ar all times. Each piece of a p p a ra tu s 
should be provided with two shut off 
nozzles as well a s the stra ig h t noz­ 
zles of suitable size, 
varying 
from 
I 1-S inch to I 1-2 inch for the pum p­ 
ing engine and from I inch tp I l_S 
inch for the hose cart..

We enclose herew ith a set of 
model o rd in an ces which we believe 
should be enacted and properly en ­ 
forced. 
The fire chief should be giv- 


him to enforce all of 
these 
o rd i­ 
nances.

\V Bliaut C. Redfield, S ecretary of 
C om m erce: The Inefficiency 
a risin g 
tram bad roads m akes it cost som e­ 
thing like $500,000,000 a year m erely 
to carr o u r cotton crop from the fields 
( to the railw ay station. I think few 
people realize the im m ense tax 'put 
on us all by bad roads and inefficient 
handling. 


I have said that if o u r fa rm ers once 
realized the aw ful tax th at bad roads 
im pose upon them , 
public 
opinion 
would stern ly dem and the m aking and 
m aintaining of good roads everyw here 
It now’ costs the fa rm er twrelve, yes, 
tw enty or more, tim e s as m uch per 
ton m ile to move his goods to tile 
railw ay station as it does to move 
them o lithe railw ay a fte r they leave 
the station. T he farm er, 
indeed, 
in 
bad cases and a t certain sea so n s may 
have to pay as m uch as $1 
a 
ton 
mile, while the railroad c a rrie s the 
freight, when it once gets it, a t an 
averag e of th ree -q u arte rs of a cent 
per ton mile., 
A thorough system of good roads 
would strik e an im m ense blow a t the 
high cost of living, and this, of course 
would be added to w herever m otors 
can be sub stitu ted for horse flesh.
